The sandstorms of AfrU-au deserts 
aft* caused by the great power of the 
sun’s rays, the extreme dry ness of the 
«!r and the small conducting tower of 
the sand. The #u[H*rfhlitl layers of 
futnd In tl e iles 4 *rts of Africa und 
Arabia often lieoome heated to l?Mi de¬ 
grees F. to n depth of several Inches. 
The ulr resting on this hot sand be- 
<oines also greatly heated, thus causing 
aseeudlng currents, .Ls s result air 
Bows In from all skies, and. different 
currents meeting, eyclones are formed, 
which are swept ouwurd by the wind 
prevailing at tLe time. Sluce the ti-m 
I>enitnre of the ulr. originally high. Is 
•still further raised by the heated grains 
of sand with which It Is loaded. It 
rapidly Increases to a newt Intolerable 
degree. In the shade it has Is-en known 
to reach l_’*i degrees. It is to tlie purrh- 
Ing dryatfout .pf this wind, its glowing 
hc.it am] Its choking dust and not. as Is 
SMMiwtiUHw supposed, to any poteoCMMM 
qualities It fMwsemes that Its destruc¬ 
tive effect* on animal life are to be 
aserllied. Tl»c effects of sandstorms 
are most terrible, large raravans being 
frequently overwhelmed ami destroyed 
1 »> thorn. It km l>y their oguucy that 
the armies of Catnhyaes and Sen¬ 
nacherib were annihilated. 
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DEEP §£A ANIMALS. 

Haw Those Who Live Below 
Vesrlitllon Oft Their Food.

I 4 '* It is throughout the whole 
ocvuti: animal life Is constantly falling 
from the surface waters for the sup 
port of the unimul life of the nhyss A 
very large numlier of the deep sea an¬ 
imals are exceedingly tenuous or trans¬ 
lucent In form—so to put It- having no 
special organs of nutrition, but taking 
lu their nourishment through the walls 
of their bottle*. appropriating from the 
water the food which suits them. Some 
of them have a liony structure, n skele¬ 
ton. which they form also from the 
walcf. sines nod TSTHowt? of time be¬ 
ing the chief skeleton forming mate- 
rials.”

Every lover of nature will weloome 
the deep Interact, which, within the 
post generation ha* awakened oil over 
our land for tne preeervaUoo of the 
foreet end protection of the wood*, end 
the beautiful exercleee In our eohool# 
on Axbor Day which etrengthen and 
Impreae upon the mind* of our young 
people the necessity of careful maoege- 
rneot of the foreet. To eooouot for the 
damage caused by Ignorant felling of 
tbe foreet* Is needless, for the broad 
tract* of country once heavily timbered, 
now but barren waste*, proclaim their 
own end history. Yet the liluetratloo 
given below to show how foreet growth 
protects the laud would perhaps beet 
prove tu ua one of their great uses. 

By cutting off the tlmbei on tbe bl 1* 

In the Southern French Alps, tbe sur¬ 
face la no longer hound t igether by the 
roots, and when the heavy talus fall 
dltect'y upon It the soil, and later the 
loose tuck slip down the valley. The 
accumulation of centuries te ibua ti k-n 
away with no thought for future pro¬ 
duction. Now the harmful result of 
this wholesale cutting la keenly felt lo 
the tprlug, when the «wn besting on 
tbe exposed btlUldee melts tbe enow, 
causing terrible fl >ode, which devastate 
tbe country; for tbe ectlon of tbe for¬ 
eet Is to prevent tbe sun's raya striking 
directly oo tbe snow, allowing but a 
gradual melting, and to retain lu the 
•oils luge proportion of the rainfall. 

A country thus deprived of Its trees, ln 
summer tbe eartb become* dried up 
and crumbles from tne bills and rain 
cannot be bad, as It la In tbe woods, 
but rushes down tbe bere hi: laid##, 
cutting Into tbe soil and causing floods 
and deetiuctloo. 

Now despite the eoormeus destruc¬ 
tion of our loreets caused by the axe end 
fire, much tlmbet yet remains. In 
many sections of our Eastern SUtee 
forests of white ash, yellow birch and 
auger mat 1 • have it-pped back tj tb Ir 
former homes and t# ken possession at 
abandoned farms and deserted fit-lie. 

Our commissioner of public Unde plioea 
the ere* of government foreeU at fifty 
<>r eeventy million acre. of timber. 

Yellowitooe Paik alone, with an area 
larger than Connecticut or Bbode 
Island, being covered with n dense 
growth o! coniferous trees, while the 
Sierra Nevada belt oomprteee a growth 
four hundred miles long by forty miles 
wide, wt'h skilled fore*tare eUUoned 
fiver the country to protect them for 
future generations. For forests grow 
to be need end serve mankind, and only 
by e careful harvesting of tbelr growth, 
vest though It still be, will tbe supply 
remain to provide for tbe ever locreas- 
lug demeod for telegraph poles, railroad 
ties, ship timber, cabinet woods, care, 
firewood, etc., which our civilization 
require*. 

ibe management of the foreete lo 
some countries engages tbe attention 
of tbe governments. Germary. Ruaete, 

France, • ecb own large tra.te of loreet 
land with a cor; a of competert foreet- 
era to maosge and preset ve t.jem, the 
French g'>v*»ruait*ut owolog aud con¬ 
trolling tbhty-tbree per cent, of all her 
forest-, buBSla having twenty-four 
schools of foreatrv. The poor lu these 
countries at some seasons of the year 
are allowed cettiln privileges, and hav« 

(be freedom of tbe foreet to gataer 
wood and feed tbelr swine. In Bavaria 
In eprlng and winter tbe forest la filled 
with mer, women and children collect¬ 
ing the wood that la on tbe ground, 
cutting the dty standing treea, while 
long line# of wagona gather the foreet 
litter to manure their kittle farms 
around the villages. In our own coun¬ 
try wood le still plentiful enough to 
make unnecessary euch aevere restric¬ 
tion, yet It la only by etrtot end careful

ore preserved tor future generations.

Who could 1 -ok at the giant 
redwood tree* of California, rising to a 
height of from two hundred to three 
hundred feet without being deeply I 9.30 P. M 
Impressed, estimated to be fro-n three 


le tbe beech, with Its beautiful 
•mooth bark contrasting with tbs rough 
ousts of other trees, end giving lo the 
beholder an exhibition ol e'rength, 
beauty anJ grace, wbloil perhaps bo 
other tree combines, lu winter It Is 
part culaj ly Interesting, with every 
brauoh clierly outlined and Ite delicate¬ 
ly tspsrtng branches swinging to the 
breeze. 

This tree la widely distributed. It Is 
found In Japan, aeoeode the Swiss Alps 
to ao elevation of some five thousand 
feet, abound* lo Southern Buaala, Aeia 
Minor and tbe northern part of Peiwle. 
Its foreete oover tbe Straits of Magellan, 
while a sliver leafed variety 1 * found 
In New Zealand. Tbe aweot eeedn of 
tbe European species ere e favorite food 
of swine which ere turned into the 
foreet to fatten upon them. 

Another tree familiar to nil oouatry 
boys In tbe eastern part of our ltud le 
tbe tulip tree, (Urlodeadroo), tb* 
largest tree of tbe eastern forest. It 
baa been found growing to * height of 
one hundred and sixty to one hundred 
end nlaety feet, end from eight to ten 
feet In diameter—a noble tree, oooe 
very widely distributed In lb* world, 
but now ojoffosd to tbe eastern put of 
tbe Catted State* end western pert of 
Chin*. Tbe early Inhabitants oallsd It 
canoe tree and used It to make their 
oanoee. It bee e peculiar leaf, which 
distinguishes It from all other trees ln 
the foreit, end from which It een 
always be recognized; Instead of ter¬ 
minating In a point or rounding Up, it 
ends squarely—the only leaf In tbe 
forest wita this peculiarity. 

Au account of trees, brief though It 
ai«y be, would be Incomplete without 
•oiue notice of the wUch-fiez-t, ( 8 am- 
aielle Virginia), a email tree ocoaeldhal- 
0 tweLty-five t> thirty-five feet high, 
situ a euoit tiurk twelve to fourteen 
Inches lu dlaou-t-r, or usually a stout 
ehiub aeudlng up from tbe grouod 
numerous stem*. Unlike ell other 
plai ti and tree# Ibis ebrub puts foita 
its flowers In the eaily fall, September 
lo tae middle of November, when ell 
other vegetation matures Its seed an ) 
cast a Ue leave#. The beautiful golden 
fl jwers are very uotloeeble lu tb* bare 
woods, aud have ever been a favortti 
theme for tbe poet, 00 shrub or flower 
being so entwined wltb aoclent folk¬ 
lore as this one. 

To describe lu brief space tbe various 
Inhabitants of tbe forest le oot poeeitl-*, 
end tbe bttef account here given I* 
brought before the mt ce of tbe reader 
hoping to direct a closer attention lo 
them personally, fur It la well known 
that though many praise the beauties 
of nature, yet will f«w go and aee for 
themselves, and bocki ere but e guide.
